Washington. It was his candidate for 
the senate in Pennsylvania, General But- 
ler, who urged the men to stay on and 
called those traitors who thought the 
candle had about burned out and were 
willing to go home—at The expense of 
the government that never invited them. 


Naturally enough when they were 


shooed out of Washington the bonus army 
looked with a smile upon Pennsylvania. 
Here was a haven sure enough. But 
Governor Pinchot, although he has prom- 
ised to come down and deliver an address 
and cheer the boys on as much as words 
can cheer, finds it impossible for Penn- 
sylvania to do much more than cheer. 


The difficulty is, of course, that with 


its own unemployed Pennsylvania is hav- 
ing trouble enough. Governor Pinchot 
sees that as soon as he is called upon for 
assistance. But when anyone requests 
aid from Washington it's a different 
story. 


One might conclude from the action 


of some officeholders that the federal 
government was the enemy of the states 
and everyone was seeking to destroy it. 
Of course all know that is not a fact. The 
plan of weak men in Washington is to 
blame others for the hard conditions in- 
stead of working to solve them. Strong 
men shoulder the responsibility, do their 
best to take care of it, and speak frankly 
when they cannot do more. 


These bonus marchers are better off 


at home, because there everyone will be 
cared for, while away from home they are 
all strangers among people who are sore- 
ly pressed enough.

BRITAIN CONVERTS WAR LOAN 
Great Britain, in an effort to convert 


Its 5 per cent war loan to a 872 per cent 
basis is undertaking one of the most dar- 
ing and spectacular transactions in world 
financial history. The plan is to retire 
the war loan of more than two billion 
pounds (about ten billion dollars at the 
old rate of exchange) comprising nearly 
one-third of the total British national debt 
and substitute bonds bearing the lower 
rate of interest, thus saving the govern- 
ment more than twenty-five million 
pounds a year in interest charges. The 
holders who refuse to convert are to be 
paid off in cash. 


The boldness of the British plan was 


magnificent in its conception in that the 
government ran the risk of encountering 
such a demand for cash, redemption as to 
overwhelm the treasury and seriously era- 
barrass its credit. 


But equally magnificent has been the 


response of the British investors. Within 
three weeks after the announcement of 
the plan the treasury reveals that 1,587,- 
000 of the 2,600.000 holders of the war 
loan bonds already have consented to the 
conversion. 


In addition to the well-known British 


spirit of patriotism relied upon by the 
government to induce this exchange of 
securities, a one per cent cash bonus was 
offered all bondholders who would assent 
to conversion prior to July 31. 


Other governments having large loans 


available for conversion to a lower inter- 
est basis are much interested in the Brit- 
ish experiment. More than eight billion 
dollars of United States Liberty bonds 
will be callable after next year. 


The success of this conversion plan to 


date has already had a marked effect in 
bolstering up Great Britain's credit and 
in causing a new wave of business con- 
fidence to surge throughout the empire. 
It is one more demonstration of a people's 
courage and cooperation when the winds 
blow bard and ti«« wai loll high. 


SOUND IDEAS 


Mr. Alfred P. Sloan, president of Gen- 


eral Motors, in a message read before the 
convention of the National Editorial As- 
sociation, stressed that "the largest single 
job facing industry is to get men back 
into productive employment." 


But before this can take place the na- 


tion must be persuaded to buy so as to 
revive the demand for goods which will 
set the wheels of industry revolving. 


Farmers at Mitcheiville, Iowa have the 


right idea. They hold that purchase of 
needed merchandise fay those financially 
able to buy will lead the way to better 
times. Prices of farm products will re- 
main in the doldrums unless new buyers 
are ceated by a revival in all lines of in- 
dustry. 


It is not always easy to put theory 


to practical application. Especially in the 
face of threatening adversity is courage 
and wisdom required. In acknowledging 
that each of them needs from one to five 
thousand dollars worth of farm equip- 
ment, these Iowa farmers have pledged 
themselves to buy as rapidly as possible. 


What is of equal importance they prom- 


ise to encourage others to similar effort 
and to voice their approval of those who 
want things, can afford to buy and who 
do buy. 


There has been too much criticism of 


those who spend. Many have money for 
needed things, or even luxuries, but re- 
frain from buying through fear of dis- 
approval by those less fortunate. 


Such an attitude is undefensible, for 


there can be no business revival until 
money again starts flowing in the chan- 
nels of trade. Those who spend money at 
this time are performing a public ser- 
vice entitling them to praise, not blame.
